Many Notable Con¬ 
tributors Were 
Present 


“'fhe only magazine in the United 
States that comes alive” opened 
its pages for the fifth time Sun¬ 
day to a greater circulation than 
ever before. Five thousand sub¬ 
scribers, flocking in from all parts 
the States, filled the outdoor 
auditorium long before the maga¬ 
zine was due to come off the press. 
Promptly on schedule time the 
contributors filed down the aisle 
to the platform and took their 
places in the table of contents. 

Humor, prose, poetry and fic¬ 
tion combined to make the issue 
that followed one of the best Ani¬ 
mated Magazines ever published by 
the able firm of Edwin Osgood 
Grover, with Hamilton Holt, or¬ 
dinarily president of Rollins Col¬ 
lege, occupying again for one day 
in the year an editorial chair. 

After a preface by the publisher 
and a foreword by Editor Holt, 
each of the fourteen contributors 
were introduced in turn by the edi¬ 
tor. 

Under the leading editorial ap¬ 
peared the name of Joseph J. Ear¬ 
ly, associate editor of the Brook¬ 
lyn Union Standard. 

Dr. John Erskine. author and 
musician, was the headliner of the 
1931 issue. His article on middle 
age, entitled “The Heart of the Ad¬ 
venture”, had been chosen, he as¬ 
sured his readers, with an eye to 
the censors. 

The poets of the day were Mr. 
and Mrs. Clinton Scollard and Wil¬ 
lard Wattles. All three are mem¬ 
bers of the Rollins faculty as Mi*.
